A selycot of much intertet, connected with the loca. 
par of our market-housea, will, it ie probable, soon be 
d to the c d ot the whabran:s of 
| the city proper. A project is on foot to change entire. 
ty the present arrangement, as connected with our 
principal market in High street, and from the favor 
| shown it by many persone who have thought on the 
autyect, it will unquestionably be sirong!y urged. 
There are two principal objections to the present

continvous range of market.houses, which are desery 

j ing of atrentive consideration. The first i, that it 
| causes great and serjove inconvenience, on account of 
distance, to citizens north of Race and south of Wal- 
nut street. Those house keepers who reside any dis 
tance porth ot south of Hoch street, and west of Baath, 
say in the vicinity of Race and Ninth, or Spruce and 
| Tenth, sre obliged to walk nearly a mile before they 
can purchase provaon for thew tables, and the labour 
of conveying home thee wel!-filled baskets is a matter 
ot no snall moment oa a warm day. ‘This inconve. 
nience is felt by perhaps three-fourthe of our entire 
populanon, ee it ie only to those who reside in the 
blocks comprised between Arch and Chesnut stroets, 
that the present arrangement of our market-houses a 
desirable, and even these labour under sume embar- 
rasement from the very absurd clasailication of the 
markets, as regards the various kinds of provision — 
Fish, for instance, are confined almost exclusively to 
one section of the range, vegetables to another and 
meat to a third, while the very useful and porhaps es 
seatial articles furmehed by cititens of New Jersey, 
can scarcely be procured except in a particular block. 

All this is in bad taste, asthe purchaser who wishes to 
purchase marketing for a large family, or a quantity 
sufficicat for several days, must walk over neariy the 
who'e range, from the Delaware to Eighth street, Le 
fore be can be sausfactory suppl cd. 

The other principal objection is, that the ma.ket 
houses ia High street are a serious cmbarrasement to 
the trade of the city, and occupy ground that mig!it 
be apphed, much more advantagcous!y, to another 
purpose. Let any one who attempts to pass along 





the year, take note of the obstructions oa the sulo- 
walk—the accumulation of bales and boxes—the con 
gregatwns of merchants sod their cusiomers—the 
operations of draymen and wagoners, with their vc hi. 
cles—and he will perceive at a glance, that the space 
between the martkei-houses and the stores i totally 
insufficient for the amount of business transacted.— 
‘There is not sufficient elbow room, and vexationa, de- 
lays and confusion, are the necessary consequence, 
and almost invariably fall upon thore who have busi- 
ness to transact in that strcet. Besules th.s, the eon- 
struction of a rail-road—or if that be considered ob. 
jectionable—a tram-way—is entirely out of the ques- 
tion while the present market-houses stand, end with- 
out such rail-road or tram-way, the trade of Market 
street, and of the city generally, will never prosper as 
it should. The western trade, it must be remembered, 
has now become a matter of vital importance to our 
city, and the completion of our chain of improvements 
to Pitsburg, has given an vpetus to business which 
has been felt more er leas, in ite beneficial operations, 
by every citizen. This impetus, however, i but the 
beginn ng of proeperity—the first evidence of success 
—lfor the connection of the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
Canals—a project now reduced to acertamnty, by per- 
haps more than one route,—will as much increase our 
Present operations in trade, as did the Pennsylvama 
Canal those of former years, Nay, we can scarcely 
question that if the proper course be pursued, in rela- 
tion to the present projected improvements in the 
west, the business transactions of the merchants of Phi- 
ladelphua will, in a short tune, be quadrupled. Its | 
therefore, we conceive, of great importance that room | 
should be made for this increase of businese—lacilities 
must be afforded, and every thing must be done that 
can be done tu encourage and stunu'ate our onward 
progress. 
Oue essentia! facility for this increase of business is, 
a diminution m the labour and expense of conveying 
goods on drays to the Schuylkill canal of to the rail 
road in Broad atreet, now exceedingly onerous on ac- 
count of our wretched rough pavements.
